Summary of reasons for decision: 

The DVD is classified as objectionable because a required excision was not made by the 
distributor. The DVD contains a feature and other components that explicitly depict sexual 
activity for the purpose of adult sexual arousal. The excision was to remove the trailer "Jack's 
Asisan Adventure 2", which degrades, demeans and dehumanises the Asian women involved, and 
by extension Asian women in general, by encouraging the viewer to gain sexual gratification from 
watching Asian women being degraded and treated with racist and patronising behaviour. Had 
the excision been made, the DVD would have been classified as objectionable except if the 
availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 years. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 
on the application of the classification criteria. The publication depicts degrading, dehumanising 
and demeaning sexual conduct, and degrades, dehumanises and demeans the participants to such 
an extent and degree so as to render the availability of the DVD objectionable unless the excision 
is made. This classification represents the minimum interference with freedom of expression that 
is consistent with preventing likely injury to the public good.
